Of the 
$564,000 required to bring 
about hospital improvements, 
one third will be supplied by 
Federal funds, one third 
through mortgaging of the 
present structure, and one third 
through the proposed communl- 
tye fund drive.

The end of the drive has 
been set for December 1.
